first Rural Adult Education Conference Saskatchewan was 

held Davidson December Despite the fact that high 

winds and drifting snow had blocked side roads, representative 
group from six widely scattered centres arrived early the morning and 
remained till late afternoon.

Davidson Co-operative Association. 


MEET NEEDS 


objectives planning the programme were two-fold: first, 

demonstrate ways which communities might, with little 
expenditure money, plan worth while adult educational projects; 
second, find out from this representative group what were the main 
educational interests and needs their individual communities, that 
future plans for extension University services throughout the 
province, the work might best adapted meet the people’s needs. 

Items the programme that gave special emphasis the possi- 
bilities self help dealt with community music, community drama and 
the community reference library. 

Mrs. Morrison’s talk music, which was illustrated group 
singing many old-time favourites, emphasis was placed the ex- 
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hilarating effect singing. number inexpensive easily 
obtainable song collections were recommended. Concrete suggestion 
for projects that might started immediately included: study 
favourite hymns, the illustration travel books stories like 
Chapdelaine” and “Shadows the Rock” characteristic songs, 
establishment rhythm bands, studying songs 
historical period.

Interesting volumes good cheap editions were shown, and 
listeners learned how second hand books might help build library 
where the amount money available was limited. the 
Mechanics and Literary Institutes’ Act, Miss Bell presented list 
books which might form the nucleus for well balanced library and 
which need cost only $40.00.

France famous the world over for her art exhibitions and that 
1937 climaxed all former efforts. One hundred and forty-seven acres 
the heart the city were devoted this International affair.

To-day, through the united 
government and social organizations the field health and 
education, thousands patients are discovered time, and restored 
health and the ranks the employable. Here medical science has 
created problem which presents challenge society—the social and 
vocational rehabilitation the tuberculous. 


SURVEY MADE 


Rehabilitation Department has been formed the 

Tuberculosis Association and January, 1937, the Canadian Tuber- 
culosis Association issued this statement: treatment alone 
not always enough insure the recovered tuberculosis patient against 
relapse. When leaves the sanatorium faced with the difficult 
problem adjusting himself normal living and regular employment. 
How well succeeds making this adjustment will depend very largely 
what has happened him during his period curing. newer 
emphasis social diagnosis and treatment being introduced 
determine the actual needs, survey was made five 
thousand patients over sixteen years age. was found that the 
majority these were young adults who had had limited schooling and 
experience only semi-skilled and unskilled occupations. Consequently 
they were fitted only for heavy work. The survey indicated that 
only two each hundred individuals discharged from the nations’ 
sanatoria having received adequate training for possible occupational

Idleness, though therapeutic and ordered the doctor, still idleness 
and not good for people. Idleness leads mental and moral lassitude, 
even deterioration. what benefit society are people with better 
lung function, who are well physically and are yet unfitted mentally 
morally take their places again the community? This need not 
the result prolonged illness, nor so. Days hospital can most 
profitable. People freed from the shackles exacting duties have time 
enjoy leisure, read, think, relax and rest. Half individ- 
ual’s battle won will take stock himself, assemble his assets 
and liabilities and plan his life relation his talents and limitations. 
How true this for person facing the delicate task recovering from 
illness which may handicap him for life. Sanatoria are attempting 
help patients assess themselves. Teachers are provided assist 
each patient plan and pursue some study and physical condition 
permits and with the advice the attending physician, study course 
launched. The bedside becomes school—the patient, the book and 
the teacher the only attendants.

OME weeks ago Montreal called Mrs. James Peck, the 
founder the Canadian Handicrafts Guild. Mrs. Peck has now 
retired from active service the Guild, but her interest its work 

keen now was 1894 when with group her Montreal 
friends the Women’s Art Association she started the movement which 
led the establishment the Canadian Handicrafts Guild 

interesting and inspiring story Mrs. Peck tells the early 
history the Guild. Beginning 1900 exhibits craft-work were 
shown Montreal, Tadousac, Metis, Cacouna, with the result that 
great numbers local cottage craftsmen began take new pride 
work which they had formerly regarded routine domestic duty. 
And when was understood that there was ready market for rugs and 
bed-spreads, and other woven materials, crafts that were being aban- 
doned came life again. Soon the demand for exhibits Quebec 
crafts began come from all over Canada—Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Vancouver. 1904 the Canadian Government invited the Montreal 
Committee send exhibit Canadian handicrafts the St. Louis 
World’s Fair, and granted money help with the undertaking. 


OPEN SHOP 


EANWHILE, result the success exhibits held and 
around Montreal, the Committee was able open little shop, 
the forerunner the splendid establishment present operating 
Peel Street Montreal. 1906 charter was obtained and the new 
society appeared under the name the ‘‘Canadian Handicrafts Guild.” 
For several years Mrs. Peck and her associates were kept busy 
sending examples Canadian crafts various parts the Empire with 
the Dominion Exhibitions; the Guild each time receiving small grant 
money from the Federal Government cover expenses. Peck 
reports that the Guild was often out pocket, but the Committee was 
well satisfied with the knowledge that Canada was winning reputation 
for her minor arts. 
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HEN,” said Mrs. Peck, arts and crafts country gain 

recognition, that country takes new position the respect 
the world. nation began with fine buildings, great sculptures, noble 
paintings. They all began with the lowly crafts. The savage who

ICTURE Indian encampment the foothills ‘‘before the white 

man The men are all away hunting fighting 

expedition, and the women are busy about their tasks, for there 
always plenty todo. These expeditions, with long marches, sometimes 
through rough brush, are hard the clothing made skins which the 
men wear. said that man would wear out pair moccasins 
per day. the women are kept busy constantly work keep 
the supply. 

They have cure the skins first, then cut out the garment, and sew 
it, using needles made from bones animals killed for food, and sinews 
from the same animals for thread. Ceremonial garments and those 
worn the chiefs are decorated with insets coloured leather, and for 
the dyeing these, vegetable dyes are used, the roots leaves 
flowers berries collected and prepared the women, with infinite 
patience and care. Sometimes porcupine quills are also used for 
decoration, and these, too, are dyed, well used their natural 
colour. 

The men, their leisure hours, make their bows and arrows, cut out 
and carve pipes and vessels from wood soapstone, and spear heads 
and other articles from bone. 


FURS DECORATE 


UCH were the first and the only truiy handicrafts 

Alberta; everything for use, and the raw materials those that grew 
around the camps and prepared through all the stages hand. 

Later, when French and English traders brought gaily coloured 
beads and cloth and silks exchange for furs, these were used the 
Indians for decorative purposes, and more such examples have come 
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down than those decorated with coloured leather only. But 
the few examples the latter that remain are beautiful, both design 
and workmanship, and worthy being preserved. 

But the white men took possession the land. The Indians were 
segregated reserves, and the plains and foothills over which they had 
wandered from summer camp winter camp, merry buffalo hunts 
serious inter-tribal warfare, began broken into sections and 
fenced in. The Indians their reserves still make moccasins and 
gloves, and here and there one found who has the old native skill 
decoration, but for the most part lost. the Indian schools the 
children are learning work modern designs modern materials, and 
there little interest the old traditional designs. pity, but 
apparently inevitable part the transition from the old way 


new. 
MUSEUM PIECES 


ORTUNATELY, many fine examples the old work have been 

collected men who lived among the Indians long ago, and are now 
preserved museums. One such collection housed the University 
Alberta; another the possession Canon Middleton, the 
Blood Indian reserve southern Alberta. Perhaps some day students 
will visit these and similar collections copy the old designs they 
European museums. 

The eastern Canadians and Europeans who came west when the land 
was thrown open for settlement brought with them (that is, those whose 
wives and children came with them) many pieces cherished hand- 
work, made themselves handed down through one more genera- 
tions. The exigencies life new and still largely unsettled country, 
however, was not conducive the continuance such crafts. the 
tiny shacks which were all these settlers had live in, there was 
room for any but bare necessities. Fine pieces needlework all 
kinds were for years stored away the bottom trunks and boxes, 
taken out for airing perhaps once year, perhaps not often; 
handled lovingly women who remembered the easier conditions under 
which they had last been used and the hands that had fashioned them, 
and wonderingly boys and girls who had never seen their like any 
the homes around them. Alas, too often, derisively, the children 
settlers from south eastern Europe.

guidance for leisure were replace vocational guidance. Both types 
assistance are given the sanatorium. Patients are encouraged 
live while they are not working—to live during this enforced 
not just put time. 

The sixty-seven persons who are pursuing studies while the Sana. 
torium Weston are sixty-seven separate schools. yet very little 
group work has been attempted, although plans are being made 
organize group New Canadians who will use the newspapers text. 
books. are twenty-one people various stages work English 
for New Canadians. large number these have been learning ele. 
mentary English during the year and have realized one the primary 
aims the course—they are able read the English newspapers, 
Others are most anxious learn write English correctly. Teaching 
this arduous task because the sentence and word structure which 
they find very different from that their native tongue. The lesson 
begins with conversation about the thing described and the words 
required. The student then writes out his description and corrections 
are explained. These patients are well able carry general con- 
versation English but they had never attempted write read our 
language any extent. 


BUSINESS TRAINING 


HEN there are four adult persons who, although born Ontario, for 

various reasons have never attended school. These are studying the 
Three R’s. The Correspondence Courses for Public Schools given 
the Department Education are used five patients. Such courses 
are especially valuable because they have been prepared for the pupil 
working alone and those who have been using them hope able 
write their Entrance Examinations. Three adults are preparing write 
off subjects for Matriculation. Seventeen patients are studying French. 
Many them are from Eastern and Northern Ontario where they had 
come into contact with people who spoke that language and had become 
familiar with the pronunciation but they had never attempted read 
write it. This proves very interesting study and may closely 
correlated with English grammar and spelling. Business subjects are 
studied eleven persons, six whom are able use the typewriter 
from fifteen minutes one hour daily. Five others are studying book- 
keeping. shorthand assistance available present, although 
five are working using key. There are others anxious lear 
use the typewriter soon their physical condition will allow them 
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practice. Five persons are studying arithmetic, with which they 
need some help, and ten others, who make hobby solving catch 
questions are working themselves. The patients, too, have 
under-taken prepare hospital magazine under the supervision 
the Educational Department. 

special effort made encourage reading, individual help 
given, where possible, the selecting books. The majority 
patients want study and enjoy it, for studying very elastic 
occupation that can adapted the individual needs and abilities 
sick people; encourages and guides thinking, develops self-confidence 
and maintains self-respect.

RESIDENT THOMSON, summing the situation the end 
the day, enumerated the following ways which the University 
might help people help themselves:
